It has been decided to 
take an early Spring campaign 
against the rebellious red-skins 
along the Platte, and. “troops ‘for 
this purpose are. now. en route 
from Missouri to assemble in the 
vicinity of Julesbarg, whither 


General Connor proceeded yester- 


day to take. command, and con: 
duct operations, with his Head- 
Quarters in the field. His District 
has been greatly extended, in the 
recent enlargemeatef the Depart- 
ment of Misseuri, and-.now. in- 
cludes several Territories travers- 
ed by the Overland Mail route, it 
being made his especial duty, as 
understand, to; protect this 
line against the incursions of ma- 
randing savages, who have so 
long infested it, and made the 
great trans-continental mail ser- 
vice extremely hazardous and un- 
certain. 

~ It is proposed to enter npon this 
arduons undertaking at the earli. 
est practicable moment, 80 a8 to 
strike the Indians before their hor- 


ges ean have the benefit of the 
new grass and while they are 
weak and unserviceable from the 


meagte subsistence furnished by 
their winter pasturage. Inconve- 
nient as this seems, and nndoubt- 


_ edly is, it is the only way a suc- 


cessful campaign can ever be-eon- 


ducted against them,untess, when 


rendered reckless by. numbers, 
they may venture to risk battle 
under circumstances more favor- 
able to civilized foes. We only 
hope they may succeed in assem- 
bling a force sufficient to induce 
an open encounter with the troops 
under General Connor, in’ which 
event, we think it may be safely 


predicted, that the survivors will 


have reason to remember the oc- 
cas‘on to the last huur of their 
lives. 
We are glad to perceive, on the 
eve of General Connor’s depart- 
ure, indications of a returning 
sense of their. obligations as citi- 
zens among those of the Mormon

The follewing contams some of the 
most important features of the tax bill, 
ae passed by both houses of Congress : 
On all incomes exceeding $600 a tax of 
five per cent.; on all over $5 000 a tax 
of ten per cent.; the tax on cigars is 
fixed at ten déttarn per thousand. with 
Out regard to price or quality. instead 
of so much per pound; on all tobacco 
manufactured pure y trom leafa tax of 
forty cents per pound ; on smoking to 
bacco forty cents. and. tobacco 
factured from stems, etc. thirty-five 
cents per pound. Afier July. 1866. 
there is to be levied a tax of ten peg 
cent. on all state bank circulations, and 
from the Ist of next May the saviugs 
banks are to be taxed one-balf ef one 
per cent on their depo-its. On* petro 
leum a taxis finally fixed at one dollar 
per barrel of thirty gallons,® and no 
drawback allowed whatever when. petro- 
lean is exported. In the 94th section 
of the old revenue law an increase tax 
of twenty cents is levied on every arti 
cle of the schedule named therein. This 
includes all kinds of m: inufactures, and 
the old law, witb this twen y per cent. 
added, will be the new standard of tax- 
atlon. - The stanip tax is so amended ux 
to make every written instrament void 
withon. proper stamps. The follow 
ing failed to become incorporated in the 
hew law,it being lost by a wide dis- 
agreement of the two Houses, viz: The 
tax ot one half per cent on sales. The 
tax on cotton is stricken out. In this 
the Senate refuses to concur unless 
drawbacks were given in manufactured 
articles. Both Honses agreed to the 
appointment of commissioners to sit 
during the recess to examine into the 
subject of taxation.
